State Judge Cheryl Blackburn said in Nashville, 
lenn that Ray s lawyers failed to produce evidence 
that his guilty plea should be set aside so that he 
could be granted a trial for the 1968 murder of 
Martin Luther King Jr. in Memphis, 

Ray, 69, is serving a 99-year sentence at a Nash¬ 
ville prison. Tennessee hospitals have refused to 
consider him as a transplant candidate because of 
his age, and prison officials won’t let him travel out 
of state.
